I think, when I asked the House in No- 
vember to grant the Government a vote of 
credit, I said that our daily liability for the 
war would probably amount to—although Í 
hoped it would not exceed—-five millon 
pounds That forecast has been very neasly, 
if not quite, reached, and I need not say that 
it shows no prospect whatever of being re 
duced.
